WITH HOLLAND | 
Negotiations For New. 
_ Agreement Soon. 
PARLEYS IN IN LONDON - 
London, To-day. 


Negotiations for a new trade 
agreement between Great Britain 


and the Netherlands will open at 


the Board of Trade“on July 5. 
“The Dutch delegation will in- 
clude Dr. Hirschfeld, Director- 
Genera] of<Commerce and Indus- 
try, Dr. Ries, of the Ministry of 
Finance, and. Mms. Bonthuis and 


\Hooft® of the Ministries of Fin- 


ance and Forign. Affairs respec- 
tively, together with M. S. Jackeb, 
Commercial Attache at the 
therlands Legation in London, and 
expert. advisers. 

In view of opening these nego- 
tiationa it may be noted that the 
visible adverse balance of British 
trade with Holland, which stepped 
at £18,301,000 in 1981, when im- 
ports from'that country were 
valued at £35,000,000, fell to £9,- 
707,000 in 1932. ; 

In 1933, the United Kingdom ex- 
forts to Holland’ were to the value 
of £12,480,000, and re-exports to 
the value of £1,975,000, while im- 
{ports from Holland were valued 
at £18,859, a eee Wireless 
Service.
